To the Officers and Members of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Kansas and Adjacent States. 


DEAR BRETHREN :— With gratitude to God for the material 
rosperity of our country and for the hopeful indications of the 
ture of our beloved Zion, we enter upon the second decade, 
wes as we fondly trust, a new epoch, in the history of our Synod. 
Our correspondence this year has been very extensive.

Ill. VACANCIES. 


Abilene, Lawrence and Salina have been supplied with pas- 
tors during the year, and report progress. The Monrovia Charge, 
Topeka, and Peabody are still vacant. 

Some effective measures should be taken at this meeting of 
Synod, to supply these vacant fields with pastors, and to organ- 
ize and establish congregations in the county seats and centers 
of population. Never, since the organization of this Synod, 
was there such an opportunity presented to extend the borders 
of our Zion. 


REMARKS. 


To inspire us with renewed zeal for our work, and a stronger 
love for our field, itis needless to say that the eyes of the Church, 
and of the Nation, and of the World, are looking with strange 
astonishment apon the marvelous and unprecedented growth 
and prosperity of this youthful Commonwealth.

_REpoRT OF MissION COMMITTEE. 


To - Officers and Members of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
ansas: 

DEAR BRETHREN:—Your committee to advise with the 
Board of Home Missions in reference to the missionary opera- 
tions within the bounds of your Synod, would py agen re- 
sent the foliowing report of their work during the Synodical 
year ending August 7th, 1878: 


VACANCIES SUPPLIED. 


1. Abilene has been supplied by calling Rev. A. J. Kissell 
for their pastor, who took charge in a few weeks after the meet- 
ing of our Synod in Salina. Bro. Kissell, by his self-denial and 
willingness “to endure hardness as a good soldier for Jesus,” 
has made this mission self-sustaining. He has alsocommenced 
the erection of a handsome brick church, which is to be ready 
for service this fall. 

2. Lawrence has been supplied by recalling Rev. A. A. 
Trim per for their pastor. According to instructions, the chair- 
man of your committee stopped at Lawrence on his return from 
Synod. After canvassing the congregation, so far as he could 


conveniently, he ascertained that a large majority desired to re- 
call Brother Trimper as pastor. A congregational meeting was 
accordingly announced by the officers of the church, to be held 
two weeks after the announcement of the same, for the purpose 


} < - 
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of considering the re-election of Brother Trimper. The elec- 
tion resulted in a unanimous vote of the membership present in 
favor of recalling Brother Trimper. Several hundred dollars 
were at the same time subscribed for his support, which was 
subsequently raised to dollars. Your committee 
applied to the Board of Home Missions for aid to support Bro. 
which was granted. 

3. Salina has been prospering under the ministry of Rev. 
A. J. Hartsock, who took charge of that field one year ago. 
Through his efforts a parsonage has been bnilt in Salina, and 
the church building also greatly improved. The importance of 
this field seems to require a division of the charge. By request 
from brethren who understand the field, the committee have 
asked the Board of Home Missions to consent to a division of 
the charge, and appoint Rev. A. J. Hartsock as missionary of 
the Salina Church. The Board deferred their action and asked 
for further information. Rev. Hartsock was requested by the 
committee to furnish the desired information. 

4. Georgetown, Col. The Swedish Lutheran Church at 
this point has culled Licentiate Augustus L. Anderson as Pas- 
tor since May, 1878. Dr. Weiser requested the committee to 
urge the Board to support a missionary in Colorado. The 
Board wished to defer the matter until this meeting of Synod. 


VACANCIES UNSUPPLIED. 


1, Monrovia charge, including Valley Falls and Stranger 
Oréek, is still unsupplied. September, 1877, Rev. J. A. M. Zeig- 
ler, who was desirous of finding a field of labor within the 
bounds of this Synod, visited this charge by direction of the 
committee. He found Monrovia and Stranger Creek tempo- 
rarily supplied by a Methodist minister. The people lacked the 
disposition, and, as they thought, the ability to support a Luth- 
eran preacher. At Valley Falls he found no life, no kernel— 
only an empty shell remaining. The few members still there 
are completely discouraged. 

2. Topeka, as directed by Synod, was visited last Septem- 
ber by Dr. D. H. Snowden, who, having spent a week with the 
brethren, reported considerable apathy on the part of the mem- 
bership, but by what he had learned from resident pastors and 
others interested, he was persuaded that-there was room for a 
‘Lutheran Church in that city. September 19th, 1877, Bro. 
Zeigier visited Topeka and preached in the Lutheran Church 
two Sabbaths. On the 30th of September, 1877, the chairman 
of your committee spent the Sabbath in Topeka, on which day - 
the congregation intended to hold a meeting, according to pre- 
vious announcement, for the election of a pastor. About thirty- 
five persons were present, and Rev. J, A. M. Zeigler was unani- 
mously chosen pastor for one year. An effort was then made 
to raise the support for him. About $200 was pledged by the 
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congregation. The committee reported to the Board of Home 
Missions the facts without any coloring, and the Board declined 
to give any appropriation at present. We have learned that 
several good Lutheran families have moved to Topeka recently, 
and the prospects for our church are brightening. 
%. Peabody was supplied by Licentiate D. H. Bauslin, for 
a few months last fall, before his entering the Seminary at Wit- 
tenberg College. The resolution adopted by Synod, requested 
the Board of Church Extension to grant the Peabody congre- 
tion a loan of $700, to assist them in building a chureh. The 
retary of the Board replied that no more loans could be 
nted until the heavy debt was removed from the Board, 
ro. Bauslin desired the committee to ascertain what amount 
the Board was willing to appropriate toward the support of a 
missionary in Peabody. The Board could give no satisfactory 
answer, and intimated that unless the church increased her con- 
tributions to Home Missions, they could not appropriate any- 
thing. With this discouraging outlook, Bro. Bauslin resigned 
and took charge of a church in Ohio. The chairman of your 
committee visited Peabody on the last Sabbath of October, 
1877, and preached morning and evening to good congregations. 
In the morning he received four new members into the church, 
which gives them a membership of about thirty. We were re- 
ceived very kindly by the brethren, and were very well paid for 
our services. After Bro. Bauslin resigned, we wrote to Rev. 
Whitehill, of Peabody, that we should be very glad to have him 
supply the congregation with preaching occasionally, if conve- 
nient for bim to do so. This is an important point for our 
church, and should be occupied at once by an energetic mis- 
sionary. ‘ | |

REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS TO CARTHAGE COLLEGE. 


As Chairman of Committee, per appointment of Synod, I 
have endeavored to discharge my duty and take pleasure {o re- 
port the foliowing: 

The number of students during the year was 324. Cangid- 
ering the age of the Institation and the depressed financia} con- 
dition of the country, this speaks well for its efficiency, and is 
® proof of the advantages it offers. I was also pleased to learn 
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that the necessary expenses of students range exceedingly low; 
indeed I know of no institution in the land that compares with 
it in pointof economy. The course of study, moreover, is equal 
to the best of American colleges. The tone of morality and 
christian character is not only of a high order but highly com- 
mendable, thus arguing strongly in favor of the co-education of 
sexes. The degree of intellectual culture afforded our students 
by the institution, as exhibited in the public examinations, and 
rformances, by the students, was most gratifying to the Board. 
horoughness, originality and individuality characterized every 
performance. Of the faculty we will not speak at length, as 
their energy, capacity and thoroughness is known to the church. 

It was a source of great satisfaction to learn that, with the 
most rigid economy and careful management of the treasurer, 
the institution closes its fiscal vear free of debt. But for the 
fuller development and a of the College, the financial 
basis is insufficient and should be speedily enlarged. You will 
be surprised to learn that the entire expenses of the running of 
the college, during the year, were only a little over $7,000.00, be- 
ing about one-half of that of similar institutions. 

Carthage College has thus shown herself worthy of the 
patronage, confidence and support of the church. We would 
therefore earnestly urge the pastors of this Synod to use their 
beet efforts to enlarge the number of students, send and labor 
for a fuller endowment of her funds. The Financial Agent re- 
ports commendable progress in his work and was continued for 


another year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 6. 


Your Committee on the State of Religion would offer the 
following as their report: 

The general state and condition of the churches within the 
bounds of the Kansas Synod are, upon the whole, decidedly en- 
couraging. It is true that some of our churches are labori 
under serious difficulties. One or two have become defunct, 

a few are struggling for mere existence, but the general tone of 
the churches is healthy. The great majority are making com- 
mendable progress, and some are enjoying real anddecided pros- 
perity. One has become self-sustaining; several have erected 
new houses of worship; some are repairing old ones; one has 
built a valuable parsonage. And the dimensions and existence 
of these enterprises are of such a character as to speak volumes 
for their liberality and devotion to the cause. The benevolent 
contributions largely exceed those of last year, and this argues 
well for the churches, when we remember the embarrassing state 
of finances in the country at large. The contributions to For- 
eign Missions is a little more wen double that of last year; and 
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to church extension is four or five times as large. The acées- 
sions to the churches by letter are more than three times those 
of the previous year, though we regret to state the confirmations 
are not as many. ) 
The work of the Sabbath School is going on with a ff 
hand, and accomplishing an efficient and mighty work for the 
churches. And, as we are pleased to notice, that nearly all the 
brethren report classes of catechumens. These two meang of 
usefulness will tell largely upon the future character and éffi- 
ciency of the church. Both must be employed. The one with. 
out the other is not sufficient. Letour children and young peo- 
ple get all they can in the Sabbath School; but let them not be 
deprived of that higher and more systematic training, which 
they may obtain from the catechism and the catechetical lectures 
of the faithful pastor. 
While there has been no genera) revival of religion report- 
ed, yet quite a number of the pastors report a growth in grace 
and a quickening in spiritual things on the part of many of their 
members. Many of the churches maintain and enjoy live prayer 


meetings, and others are laboring hard to establish them in all» 


their churches. Our people are generally co-operating in the 
cause of Temperance, and anticipate before another twelve 
months, a grand temperance reformation throughout our State, 
and the Western States, and we pray that it may be but the pre- 
cursor of a blessed and glorious revival of religion in all pur 
churches. We bless God for what He has done forus and take 
courage. And may we be able to report “ glorious things hath 
God done in Zion” when we meet twelve months from this time.
